IT is good to hear that New Orleans jazz 


will be dispensed at the coronation fes- 


tival in London. American jazz, which as 
a matter of fact is all the jazz there is. 
makes friends wherever it is heard 'round 
thc globe. It is anathema to thc Kremlin for 
that very reason, a new friend of jazz being 
likely to be also a new friend of the country 
from which it comes. 


From learning to like jazz to wanting :i 


jazz band on hand in foreign parts at all 
times is a mere step. Consequently indigen- 
ous groups spring up, like thc Pioman New 
Orleans .Jazz Band and thc British Festival 
of Jazz Concert. They may not be Americans 
or Americans' sons, but they will do thc play- 
ing till the Americans come. 


This is all very hep as far as it goes, but 


thc trouble is that musicians of other coun- 
tries have caught on pretty well without 
catching on completely. They do not throw 
themselves into — they only throw them- 
selves at it, and a total disregard for 
consequences, an unreserved abandonment 
of oneself to thc music, is the first, last 
and middle essential of true jazz. 


The more'uninhibited American jazz inus- 


iciaus play for musicians elsewhere, the 
more likely the latter may be to catch thc 
spirit as well as the technicalities of jazz 
musicianship. 


Ending a Mail Fraud 
JT .is only a minor item, but we discover 
* 
another sign of a drift toward honesty 


in the federal government. People who pay 
20 cents-for a special delivery postage stamp 
are going to be assured of something for 
their money. 


Tucked away in !hc Post Office appropria- 


tion bill is S20.7lft.000 to cover fees and travel 
of special delivery messengers. This is an 
increase of 5390,000 over the current year. 


It is explained that in thc past much 


special delivery mail has been handled by 
the regular carriers on their first trips. The 
radical new view is that when a customer 
has paid for special service he is entitled 
to receive it. 


It will cut down the profits if people arc 


given their money's worth. But maybe the 
good example will enable some of the other 
agencies to save something of what they 
now spend in prosecuting fraud.

ber of the School Board for 26 years.

WASHINGTON. May 24—Thc near- 


violent quarrel between our most pow- 
erful ally and the most influential nation

YOUR HEALTH

DISORDERS OF thc lymphatic sys- 


tem can lead to some \cry distressing 
and disabling maladies. 


The lymphatic vessels arc probably 


lcs« familiar to most people than the 
blood vessels, as thc lymphatic fluid or 
lymph, is colorless and not easily recog- 
nized. 
It is carried in separate vessels 


somewhat like veins, which drain into 
thc blood system. 


Thc lymphatic system is very import- 


ant in aiding digestion and fighting dis- 
ease. 


The lymph vessels may also become 


blocked, like the blood vessels. This is 
far more common in tropical countries, 
where a type of small worm is apt to in- 
vade thc lymphatic vessels. 


When the lymph channels arc ob- 


structed in an arm or leg. thc part be- 
comes swollen, sometimes five or six 
times its normal size. 


This is the condition called elephan- 


tiasis, a name that well describes Ihc 
disease. 


Swelling due to lymph blockage may 


also occur from other infections, injury 
following certain operations, burns. X- 
ray damage, allergies and blockage of 
lymph flow by tumors. 


When scarring occurs, thc blockage 


and enlargement may become perman- 
ent. 


Patients with lymph blockage arc 


handicapped both physically, and psy- 
chologically. 
It is very hard for many 


of them lo get around and keep active, 
and many become recluses. 


When swelling first occurs, or in very 


mild cases, it is helpful if the affected 
arm or leg is given good support and 
raised higher than ]hc rest of thc body 
al frequent intervals. 


This treatment must be continued for 


a long enough time and not given up 
quickly. 


Blocking of (he lymphatics is more 


common than most persons realize. 
It 


is a condition which requires prompt 
attention.
